One of the 


guards is believed fatally shot, while 
two of the inm ates are suffering from 
gunshot wounds. 
One of the boys 
was shot in the abdomen and another 
in the hip. 
T h e trouble started as 
a 
protest 
against punishment of several small 
boys who participated in an incipient 
race riot Monday 
The riot started 
in the dining room of the building, 
400 white boys attackin g 80 colored 
youths. 
" F iv e hundred 
boys 
wrere 
in the 
dining room 
when 
dishes 
began to 
tty," Rev. F ran k Moore, superintend­ 
ent, said. 
"T a b le s were overturned 
and there seemed to be a general a t­ 
tack on the part of the white boys. 
After w recking the dining room and 
driving the 40 guards into the yards, 
the rioters started for the main build- 
irg, 
where we were keeping under 
guard 
the 
participants of the 
race 
riot of Monday night. 
’ "T h e rioters seized wooden guns, 
used in drilling and started wielding 
them as weapons. 
They broke down 
the barriers and freed the imprisoned 
inm ates of the Monday fight." 
A fter telephoning 
for police, Rev. 
Moore said lie attem pted to placate 
the rioters. 
This was met by a vol­ 
ley of stones, clubs and other weap- 
one. 
Several 
of

Moore said he then gave the guards 
orders to fire one volley at the riot­ 
ers 
Two 
boys

April 20 w as the ninetieth anniver- 
! sary of the birth of A m erica’s first 
hum orist, C harles F a rra r Browne. "A 
I short life and a m erry one” describes 
j the earthly sojourn of tills early col- j 
' um aist, born in W aterford, Me., in 
1834. 
H e lived but 33 years, but In 
this tim e convulsed Am erica and Eng­ 
land by the quips generated by a 
mind as quaintly put together as were 
those of Shakespeare’s clowns. 
Browne was a new spaper hum orist 
and lecturer. 
It wq^ while conducting 
a column on a Cleveland new spaper 
th at he invented his "A rtem us W ard 
and H is W ax rig g ers.” 
W hen his 
fabled 
showm an 
became 
famous, 
Browne took for him self the name of 
his well-known character, 
says tile 
Cleveland Blain Dealer. 
In the "fabulous fifties” and "storied 
sixties” ho toured this country as a 
lyceum entertainer. 
W ard’s drollery and eccentric humor 
were exercised even up to the last few 
days of ebbing life. 
Ile had Just been 
honored by m em bership In tile famous 
Savage club. 
London w as at his feet 
—and he w as only thirty-three years 
old. 
During those days when consump­ 
tion was taking its toll, the candle of 
life burning lower and lower, one of 
the troubles of the nurses w as to 
m ake the patient toke hts medicine. 
Among the prescriptions w as one of 
extrem e bitterness to which he great­ 
ly objected. 
Filled w ith concern, a 
friend, Tom Robertson, poured out a 
♦lose of the compound and held out 
the spoon. 
"My dear Tom,” said A rtem us, pro- 
testingly, "I can’t take th a t dreadful 
stuff.” 
"Come, 
come,” 
said 
Robertson. 
"Take it, my dear fellow, ju st for my 
sake. 
You know I would do anything 
for you.” 
"W ould you?” said A rtem us, faint­ 
ly grasping Tom’s hand. 
"I would indeed.” 
"Then you take it.” 
He died at Southam pton, England, 
M arch 0, 1807. 
Seitz says of him : 
"It rem ains a 
notable fact that no other Am erican 
ever so im pressed him self upon the 
life of London.” 
W hat m ore appropriate in closing 
this snatch of biography than a drol- J 
lory—tile way he closed his book of 
life? 
Among those thurnbworn note­ 
books we find one in which is scrawled 
a quip which in its original serious 
form applies to his own short years 
and in its hum orous paraphrase char­ 
acterizes the genial, fun-loving, fun- 
creating man, Charles F a rra r Browne, 
otherw ise known as A rtem us W ard, 
Showman. 
And this is the quip: 
"In the m idst 
of life we are in debt."

Part of the mechanism strikes 157,000,- 
000 blows a year, while the balance 
wheel revolves a distance of 4,800 
miles. 
No other piece of machinery 
known is subjected to such use. 
Yet 
a good watch will keep perfect time 
through two or three generations. 
Once your watch has been regulated 
to fit your gait, It will require very 
little attention. It should be oiled once 
a year, protected from dust, dampness 
and sudden Jolts, and wound every 24 
hours at exactly the same time to the 
minute. 
With this slight amount of 
care even a cheap watch should last 
for years.

Soy Beans Superior 
for Fattening Pigs 


Crop Makes Good Hogging 
Combination With Corn. 


High-yielding soy beans of such seed 
varieties tis Manchu have un assured 
place in fall finishing of fattening pigs, 
in tile light of recent tests at Iowa 
state college, 
The 
leafy 
varieties, 
such as tire used for hay or silage, are 
not as well adapted to hog forage as 
such crops as alfalfa, clover or rape, 
these tests indicate. 
Common farm 
practice, particularly in hogging down 
corn, would support this view. 
Soy beans make a strong combination 
with corn for hogging down if a min­ 
eral mixture, such as wood ashes (or 
limestone), acid phosphate 
(or bone­ 
meal) and salt, is used. 
In the Iowa 
tests the pigs, weighing 
about 
120 
pounds at ttie start, averaged in gain 
1.45 pounds daily till they went to 
market, when fed corn, tankage and 
minerals (all self-fed) on pasture of 
Manchu soy beans; and they ate only 
345 pounds for each IOO pounds’ gain 
in weight. 
The mineral mixture was 
made from 4<> pounds spent bone Mack, 
40 pounds limestone and 20 pounds 
salt. 
Soy beans for forage did not prove 
as efficient as rape for pigs in these 
Iowa tests. 
Soy bean hay varieties 
made a poor economical showing. Soy 
beans do not have as long a growing 
season, are not as palatable and are 
more easily 
killed by frost as com- 
J 
flared with clover, alfalfa or Dwarf Es- I 
sex rape. 
These last-named forages i 
j fit in best for spring and mid-summer I 
hog pasture, 
while a good 
seed va- j 
riety of soy 
beans fills the need for 
fall finishing, balancing up the coni 
economically when minerals are fed in 
addition.

Gun Fire Doesn’t Kill Fish 
That fish, contrary to popular super­ 
s titio n , are not frightened or killed 
by heavy gunfire, is reported by an ob­ 
server for the Canlfornia fish and gam© 
commission, who was on the United 
States battleship Idaho in fleet battle 
practice off the California coast.
